About this time families bad moved 
into Jay. 40 miles below on the An¬ 
droscoggin River, and till farther 
down, at Lewiston Falls. 

The first step towards the settle¬ 
ment of Bethel took place in June 
1768, when a grant of laud, by the 
name of Sudbury. Canada, six miles 
aud three quarters square, situated 
on the Androscoggin River, in the 
supposed County of Cumberland, was 
^ granted, by the general Court of Mas- 
| sachusetts Bay, in New England, to 
Josiah Richardson and his associates, 

! residing iu ‘Sudbury, Ms., and vicinity, 
for services rendered in the French 
and Inaianwars. Some of these claims 
extended as far back as 1600 for ser¬ 
vices * rendered in an expedition to 
Canada that year, a« it appears from 
two quitclaim deeds, now iu the pos¬ 
session of Mr. John A. Twitchcll of 
I Bethel. 

j\n extract from the early history 
of New England may serve to show 
the connection between tbat and the 
history of our own town :— 

“ About this period, the French in 
Canada and Nova Scotia, instigated 
the northern and eastern Indians tu 
commence hostilities against the Eng- i 
lish settlements. Dover and Salmon 
Falfa, m New Hampshire, Casco, ita 
Maine, and Schenectady, in New York, 1 
were attacked by different parties of 1 
French and Indians, and shocking 
barbarities committed. Regarding 
Canada as tbc principal source of 
their troubles, New England and New 
York formed the bold project of re¬ 
ducing it by force of arms. For this 
purpose, they raised an army under 
General Winthrop, which w?.s sent 
against Montreal, and - equipped a 
fleet, which, commanded by Sir Wm. 

* Phipps, was destined to attack Quebec.
